Fortunately there are two sides to 
every question and for that reason 
William Gibson, familiarly known as

Gibson is charged with steal­ 
ing an overcoat and a pair of gloves, 
belonging to Carl Fouste, employed 
at the Davis Brother’s barn.

now. 
When Gibson went to work at the 
Hiller barn, lie f ound the old coat and 
asked who it belonged to. 
No one 
seemed to know 
and 
whenever lie 
needed an overcoat, which was very 
seldom, he wore that. 
Gibson says 
that he did not know that it was 
yFouste’s coat nor did he think that 
anyone would care for it as it was 
nearly worn 
out. 
Fouste 
charged 
that the coat was stolen from the 
Davis barn, when Gibson says that 
Fouste came to the Diner barn and 
got his overcoat. 
Gibson declares 
that he has not been in 
the 
Davis 
barn since he was released from jail. 
According to Gibson’s story, a man 
who was released at Diner’s bara, 
went 
over 
to 
the 
Davis 
barn, 
got work and told Fouste that Gibson 
was wearing out his overcoat 
aud 
gloves. 
Fouste went 
over to 
the 
Hi lier ba rn, so the story runs, and said 
that he wanted his coat which Gib­ 
son 
had 
been wearing. Gibson 
promptly handed it over to him. so 
he says, told him that he did not 
think anyone would want it, and asked 
him how much the gloves were worth, 
as he had worn them considerably. 
Gibson says Fouste 
declared they 
were worth a dollar, even though they 
did not cost more than fifty cents 
new. and that he handed him a dol­ 
lar and kept the gloves. 
Gibson declares that he 
is 
not 
guilty of the charge and that he wilt 
fight the case lo the last ditch.

bas several witnesses who swear that 
every word of Gibson’s story is true

Many Risks.

The season is approaching when 
scores of lives are annually lost and 
hundreds .of fires 
are 
started 
by 
carelessness in Christmas and holi­ 
day decorations. 
In addition to the 
fires and panics in crowded stores, 
due to careless wiring of special dis­ 
plays or the catching fire of inflam­ 
able decorations; thousands of dan­ 
gerous risks 
are 
run 
in 
homes, 
churches 
and 
Sunday 
schools. 
Wherever possible, electric 
lights 
should be used instead of candles on 
Oh ristmas trees and the wiring should 
be carefully done. If this is not pos­ 
sible, the greatest precautions should 
be taken to see that the 
trees 
are 
firmly installed and well braced, so 
that they may not be overturned when 
presents are being taken down or by 
the over-enthusiasm of the children. 
Under 1 1 0 circumstances should cot­ 
ton batting be used by amateur Santa 
Clauses for hair and whiskers, as 
non-inflamable substitutes can easily 
be had, and the risk of serious or fa ­ 
tal burning is excessive. The holidays, 
of all peril ds of the year, should be 
freed from the danger of terrible ca l­ 
amities, which is always present un­ 
less reasonable precautions are ta ­ 
ken in the matter of holiday decora­ 
tions and festivities. 
No feature of the national cam­ 
paign for the conservation of our re­ 
sources is more important than the 
reduction of the fire waste of the 
country. 
The work begun by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt had to do chiefly with 
the conservation o f natural and unu­ 
tilized resources in 
the 
shape 
of 
growing timber, unmined coal and ore 
and the undeveloped water. These are 
all important, but of even greater im­ 
portance is the reduction of the an­ 
nual fire waste in the conntry, be­ 
cause into the building materials and

fire marshals the improvement of wa­ 
ter supplies and fire protection and 
a greater feeling 
of

sponsibility for the causes and re­ 
sults of fires. 
Fire insurance 
hazards 
multiply 
during the holiday season owing to 
special electrical displays, Christmas 
trees in stores and show windows, 
and a liberal use of cotton-snow and 
other inflamable decorations. 
Every 
merchant should be especially care­ 
ful about fire hazards a t this time, 
not only because of the danger of in­ 
terfering with his trade at thekmost 
profitable season of the year, but be­ 
cause of his 
responsibility 
to 
the 
public through endangering the lives 
of the holiday 
throngs. 
The 
most 
serious hazard at holiday timed* the 
Christmas tree filled with lighted ta­ 
pers and likely to be overturned and 
hurried electric wiring put 
up for 
special displays. Trees should be in­ 
stalled so that they cannot possibly 
be overturned, 
and 
electric 
lights 
should be used in place of candles. 
The latter are always dangerous, es­ 
pecially after the tree gets dried out 
in a warm room. 
Electric lighting 
fires are due almost invariably to the 
practice of allowing employees not 
familiar with the electric hazard to 
install displays in show windows and 
other places. 
The wires 
are 
fre­ 
quently run over nails, which wear 
off the insulation and start blazes, 
cotton batting and tinsel is allowed 
to come into contact with lamps and 
their receptacles, 
and circuits are 
frequently overloaded by speeial dis­ 
plays and thus made dangerous. The

sale of its Christmaseseá is. The suc­ 
cess of the movement l^ach year is 
measured by the quantity of seals 
wdiich the 
public 
purchases. 
The 
sale of one Christmas seal means a 
penny contributed to the Redi Cross 
fund. 
It is by gathering up these 
pennies, and sums which come from 
larger purchases of the 
Christina 
seals, that the Red Cross is enabled 
to futher its work against the white 
jfiague in Indiana. About 12 per 
cent, of thè money from the sale* is 
spent to meet the 
expenses 
of the 
Christmas 
seals 
campaigns. 
This 
goes to pay for printing the seals, for 
advertising posters, for postage and 
expressage on thousands of packages 
of Christmas seals which are during 
the season sent out from the Red 
Cross bureau at Indianapolis, 
The 
remaining 88 per cent, o f the fund is 
spent in Indiana for the benefit and 
protection of the public who pin­ 
chases the seals. 
The 
Christmas, seals money is 
spent 111 several ways. 
It has been 
used to establish colonies of fresh air 
cottages in Indianapolis, Vincinnes. 
Evansville, South Bend. Some of the 
money is given to tubercular socie­ 
ties in different cities to help them 
care for white plague victims. In the 
last two years the Red Cross has it­ 
self found many patients with inci­ 
pient eases of the plague and has 
paid for their treatment in sanitar­ 
iums.

Cross has seen the Christmas seal 
provide the

for completely 
curing 25 people, most of them wo­ 
men, of the disease, and it still has

The Postal Banks. 


(St. Lou is Globe-Demoemt.) 


On Janu ary 3, the first working 
day of the new year, the postal sav­ 
ings bank system is to go into opera­ 
tion throu ghou t the United States. 
This is the promise of Postmaster 
General Hitchcock. Desposits will be 
received on the morning of that day, 
and the scheme is expected to he in 
fu ll operation long before the Post 
Office Department prepares its an­ 
nu al report in the later part of 19 11. 
Mr. Hitchcock, it is said, has given 
some stu dy to the systems in vogu e 
in Eu rope, and he believes the new 
departu re will be su ccessfu l. 
The scheme will be on a small scale 
at first. Only one bank in each state 
will be empowered to do bu siness on 
this plan, and, in all cases, small 
towns are selected fo r it. 
Onr Post 
Office people evidently believe that it 
is well to go slow in the beginning 
with this system. 
It twill be in the 
natu re of an experiment with u s, al­ 
thou gh it does well in England, Ger­ 
many, France and some of the other 
cou ntries. 
As the Repu blican plat­ 
form of 19 08 u rge- its adoption, it 
formed part of. the administration 
programme, and. after a long contest, 
it was enacted. Most of the bankers 
of the cou ntry were against it. 
As 
the interest which will be paid by the 
postal banks will be smaller than that 
given by the savings banks and the 
other financial institu tions which pay 
any interest at all the new scheme 
will hardly be brou ght into 
active 
competition with the old. 
Therefore 
the existing banks were able to make 
only a weak assau lt u pon the experi­ 
ment. 
“We favor the establishment of a 
postal savings bank system fo r the 
convenience of the people and the en­ 


cou ragement of thrift,” said the Re­ 
pu blican platform of two and a half 


years ago. 
The “thrift” argu ment 
has a good deal of force. Many re­ 
cently arrived aliens are somewhat 
distru stfu l of the ordinary banks. 
They want something with a govern­ 
mental gu arantee behind it. 
They 
had this sort of backing fo r their 
savings in the 
cou ntries 
of 
their 
birth, and they felt safe on this ac­ 
cou nt. 
For those people the new 
scheme in the United States will have 
powerfu l attractions. 
Many Ameri­ 
cans, too, as we learn \[*very short 
rime thro u gh the losses which they 
su stain, are distru stfu l of the savin - 
banks, and hide their money in stock­ 
ings, in stoves du ring 
the 
su mmer 
months, and in other places which 
they consider to be safe. The postal 
savings banks will gather in these 
hoards. 
Thu s they will add to the 
su m of the flu id capital of the cou n­ 
try, and will have a tendency to give 
a stimu lu s to trade.

15 DAYS GIVEN TO PERFECT IT 


Assets of Corpcraticn, For Present at 


Least, Will Remain in Hands 


of Federal Union. 


The au thority of John M. Hall, 
appointed receiver for the Au tomo­ 
bile Insu rance Company of America 
by Ju dge Collier, in su perior cou rt, 
will be su spended, and the assets of 
the company, for the present at least, 
will remain in the hands of the Fed­ 
eral Union Su rety Company, if the 
plan annou nced by the defendants is 
i rried ou t, says the 
Indianapolis 
News. 
Samu il Du wden, attorney for the 
u rety company, gave notice that an 
appeal from Ju dge Collier’s decision 
in the receivership ease wou ld he tak­ 
en to the su preme cou rt by all the 
defendants. Fifteen days were given 
by the cou rt in which to perfect the 
appeal. 
Prior to the formal annou ncement 
of the appointment of Mr. Hall, the 
su rety company made an offer to tu rn 
over the assets in its hands to a tru s­ 
tee, bu t to this arrangement attor^ 
neys for some of the litigant stock­ 
holders of the insu rance 
company 
refu sed to assent. Following the re­ 
fu sal to agree to this proposal, which 
carried with it also the rescinding of 
the order made by Ju dge Collier that 
a receiver be appointed, the defend­ 
ant filed notice of appeal. 
Under the statu te the receivership 
is su spended u ntil the final determin­ 
ation of the appeal. 
The appellants, 
however, mu st give a bond equ al at 
least to that of the receiver, as they 
retain possession of the assets. 
This bond 
to protect the assets, 
and the restraining order against the 
transfer of the assets, are the only 
present victories of the plaintiffs, if 
the appeal is perfected. 
* 
The Federal Union Su rety 
Com­ 
pany asked Ju dge Collier to embody 
in his decree an order for the can­ 
cellation of the stock which had been 
issu ed to the insu rance company in 
retu rn for its assets. 
No issu e of 
that kind having been presented in 
the case at bar, the cou rt declining 
to inclu de this in the decree, leaving 
it to the su rety company to make 
arrangements ou tside 
cou rt, or, if 
su ccessfu l in this attempt, to bring 
a separate proceeding 
seeking the 
cancellation in case the transfer is 
finally declared to be an illegal one.

There Is Now Hardly a Hope That Dis­ 
agreement Between Engineers and 
Managers Can Be Settled Without 
One of Most Far-Reaching Strikes 
in History of Country — Men Reas’y 
to Go Out at Moment’s Notice. 


Chicago, Dec. 24.—The most gigan 
tic strike in the railroad history o f 
the country is now imminent, the. h 
hope of peace in the western railroad 
situation has not y et been abandoned 
Within forty -eight hours an order ma 
be Issued which will tie up more than 
half the railroad mileage and isolate 
more than two-thirds of the territory 
of the United States. 
The engineers are so exasperated at 
the attitude of the general managers’ 
committee, which had refused to take 
the strike threat seriously , that they 
are ready to go out on a moment’s no­ 
tice. 
If the order is issued it will 
strike every railroad west of Chicago 
at the same hour. 
Only the y ielding of the railroads 
and a further increase in the wages 
of the engineers can prevent the clash. 
Since Dec. 17 Commissioner of Labor 
Neill has worked day and night to 
avert the strike, and neither side has 
y ielded an inch. The government me­ 
diator declares that he fears there will 
be a strike. 
He called Grand Chief 
Stone of the Brotherhood of Locomo­ 
tive Engineers and his assistants into | 
a final conference, after which Mr. 
Stone declared that he saw no chance 
of a settlem ent and that a fight might 
be expected within a very short time. 
The memb ers o f the engineers’ com­ 
m ittee from the various sy stem s are 
making p rep aratio ns to leav e 
the city , 
and it is p ro b ab le that if a 
strike o r­ 
der is issu ed it will b e set far eno u gh 
ahead to allow each o fficer to gc- to 
his p o st, which will req u ire ab o u t three | 
day s. 
Ready to Go the Limit. 


Although the general managers hav e 
professed to regard the strike vote of 
the men tq b e a mere “b lu ff,” the rep­ 
resentatives o f the engineers assert 
that they nev er were as much in earn­ 
est in their lives, and they are ready 
to go the limit. 
They have placed 
them selves deliberately in a situ atio n 
where it is said they canno t b ack 
down unless they wish to see their ; 
organization go to p ieces. The move J 
for wage increase on western roads ! 
began in the convention of engineers j 
last May . 
In accordance with the in- ; 
structions, the chairmen o n various ; 
sy stem s met and formulated newr wage j 
schedules which were submitted to the 
rank and file 
for a vote last July , j 
When the demands were ratified by 
the men they were presented to the 
managers in August and negotiations 
began Sept. 26 last. 
The conference 
lasted until Nov. 7, when they were 
broken off while the labor officials sub­ 
mitted the question of a strike to the 
men. 
During the negotiations 
the 
first demands had b een scale I down to 
such an extent that many of the men 
were dissatisfied, and when they were 
asked whether they wo u ld agree to a 
further scaling down or strike to en­ 
force the modified demands, the vote 
wms 9 7.63 in favor of a strike. 
If the strike is called sixty -onq rail­ 
roads will he involved, aggregating 
J 136,000 miles of track, or 53 per cent 
I of the railroad mileage in the United 
j States, 
The number of eng ineers in­ 
volved is 34,000. 
They are demanding 
12 to 15 per cent wage Increase. 
The 
companies have offered an increase of 
9 % per cent, which would amount to 
$3,600,000 annually .
